The heav- 
ier atmosphere through which the 
falling missile continually moves 
increases the heat: How to pre- 
vent the missile from being con- 
sumed, or the warhead exploded 
prematurely, is the roadblock. 
But it will be licked. 


One such missile, armed with a 
thermo-nuclear or “hydrogen 
bomb,”" would wipe out a very 
large city and create destructive 
radivactive “‘fall-out’’ for maybe

Probe Calls 
On GM To 
Cut Prices 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (#—The 
Senate’s ‘“‘big business” subcom- 
mittee made public today a staff 
report saying General Motors’ 
“extremely high profits’ call for 
price cuts to consumers. 

The report, prepared under the 
direction of Sen. O’Mahoney (D- 
Wyo), said also the time may 
have come to consider limiting 
the 6-billion-dollar corporation’s 
expansion into any new fields. 


FINANCING SUBSIDY 


A further suggestion in the re- | 
port, issued by a judiciary sub- 
committee on antitrust and mo- 
nopoly, was that it might be 
healthy for competition if GM 
cut its connection with its financ- 
ing subsidiary, General Motors 
Acceptance Corp. 

The O’Mahoney subcommittee 
held public hearings late last year 
on General Motors as a ‘‘case 
study” in an inquiry into business 
size and concentration in the light 
of antitrust laws. 

The Senate report noted that 
GM made a 1955 profit of 31 per 
cent on capital investment, after 
taxes, and said this compared 
with 12 per cent for the average | 
American manufacturing firm. 

While asserting the corporation 
needs large sums for such pur- 
poses as expansion and retooling, 
the report said GM has exceed- 
ed its profits target for the past 
eight years and: 

“In view of the extremely high 
level of profits sustained over such 
a long period the interest of the 
consumer should receive stronger 
recognition by the company in 
lower prices.” 


COMMITTEE FINDINGS 


The report included these con- 
clusions: 

1. Since GM now makes more 
than 80 per cent of the nation’s 
buses, it may be time to “restore 
competition” in this industry. 
There is a need for “‘prompt deci- 
sion by the Department of Justice 
as to whether antitrust action is 
necessary.”’ 

2. GM should take further 
steps than those recently an- 
nounced to relieve the “‘plight’’ of 
its dealers. The report said deal- 
ers still lack the power of decision 
over their investment and busi- 
ness methods even though the 
company has extended franchises 
from one to five years.

Baliles Case Deserves 


Thorough Consideration 


If the reports regarding his case are 
accurate, there is reason for a great deal 
of sympathy for Roy Baliles, now in cus- 
tody in Atlanta after 16 years as a fugi- 
tive. He was arrested the other day in 
North Carolina where he had been liv- 
ing quietly. 

Baliles, according to records, was Con- 
victed of killing a policeman 20 years ago 
in Fannin County. Fifteen years of age at 
the time, he was driving the family’s 
pickup truck along the highway when 
he was flagged down by two men in 
plainclothes with pistols in their hands. 

Recalling the incident, Baliles said that 
one of them came toward him on each 
side of the truck. He reached for a gun 
in the glove compartment of the car and 
shot the man next to his door. Looking 
back on it, Baliles says he was scared to 
death. 

Sentenced to life imprisonment, he 
escaped four years later and since has 
led an exemplary life, including honor- 
able service in the armed forces. 

The main fact that stands out in the 
incident is that the youngster Was ap- 
proached by two armed men, not in uni- 
form, whom he did not know. In his fear, 
he shot one of thein. His reaction seems 
to have been a typical one of self-defense. 

The incident points up again the im- 
portance of armed police officers’ being 
identified by uniform or some other dis- 
tinguishing characteristic. If approached 
by men with guns in street clothes, the 
immediate reaction by anybody is to pro- 
tect ones own life. 

If investigation of the case sustains 
the circumstances as he describes them, 
this young man—now a husband and 
father and responsible citizen—should be 
granted his freedom by Georgia authori- 
ties as quickly as possible.

As a Faithless Man 


Reports persist in the Middle East that 
Egypt is aiming to destroy Saudi Ara- 
bia, richest prize of the oil-wealthy 
Arabian peninsula. 

This would be precisely in the ancient 
pattern. 

The feud: between the Saud and 
Hashimite families makes that of the Hat- 


fields and McCoys seem like a powder 
puff fight. 
The late Ibn-Saud drove the Hash- 


imites, who were rulers of the peninsula, 
into exile. He killed thousands of them 
and enslaved many others. 

It was not until the British created 
Transjordan and set a Hashimite. the 
late King Abdullah, upon the throne that 
this family got back into the king business. 

Now, Gen. Nasser’s intrigue from 
Egypt, directed at the army, has caused 
the foolish king of Jordan to cut himself 
off from British aid. 

And, reportedly, the son of old Ibn, 
(he had 60-odd sons and an uncounted 


number of daughters) 
Saudi Arabia. 

He and his family take all the oil 
revenue. The army and the young intel- 
lectuals are becoming restive and giving 
ear to Egyptian propaganda and money. 

The United States is vitally interested 
in this area. 

Also Britatn mutt have oil to sell, or 
go bankrupt. 

Once again we see the utter folly of 
U.S. poliey which has. refused to make 
Israel strong and, instead, began playing 
ball with Arab states which. had no in- 
tention of making any firm agreements. 
More than that, the Arab governments 
were too unstable to make any such com- 
mitments had they wished. The net result 
is to give Egypt the greatest momentum 
she has had since the days of the 
Pharoahs. 

Gen. Nasser stands revealed as com- 
pletely unreliable. He made a firm agree- 
ment with Great Britain to gain con- 
trol of the Suez Canal. The Egyptians 
have stated they have no idea of keeping 
the treaty provisions. It was U.S. in- 
sistence which pushed Britain to the 
decision—to give up Suez—which was 
itself not wrong. It became wrong only 
because the Egyptians now admit they 
never intended to keep the provisions of 
the treaty. 

The United States and Britain had 
best move now before they wake up one

Reinforcements Arrive 


For Fort Frederica 


Fort Frederica on St. Simons Island 
will have its armament trebled during 
observance of Armed Forces Week next 
May. 

Great plans are in the making for the 
installation then of two eighteenth cen- 
tury cannon from Fort William in Jamaica 
as companions to the Georgia fort’s one 
remaining piece. The cannon, of the same 
period and from a fort of the same 
vintage as Frederica, are gifts of the 
people of Jamaica and the Jamaica 
Historical Society to the Fort Frederica 
Association. 

Fort Frederica once was the most im- 
portant British fortification on the Amer- 
ican mainiand. It and its walled town 
was a base from which expeditions were 
sent against the Spaniards in Florida and 
a check to Spanish plans to recapture the 
Georgia coast. 

With peace, the fort and town decayed 
and most of the fort’s battery was sent 
where it could be used to advantage. With 
the revival of interest in Georgia's past, 
the remains of the fort and town were 
made a national monument and excava- 
tions undertaken to aid in reconstructing 
those dangerous days. . 

A visiting British archaeologist no- 
ticed the fort’s lonely single cannon and 
started the chain of events th&t will re- 
sult In next month’s ceremony. The can- 
non from Jamaica began their journey 
by being piped aboard a British destroyer 
and now are in the Charleston Navy Yard 
from where they will be transported to 
St. Simons with all honor by the Navy 
and Coast Guard. 3 

Fort Frederica has a fascinating his- 
tory. Its construction on the remote Amer- 
ican coast influenced events in Europe 
and the colonial empires of the European 
nations then contending for mastery of 
the new seas and continents. 

Georgia's coastal islands and those of 
the West Indies once were closely linked 
by culture, economics and family ties.

The implication is 
that city people must band against 
country people and country people 
must do likewise to protect their 
interests from city people. This is 
ridiculous. The added implication 
is that only city voters can be ex- 
pected to elect a Legislature which 
will stand up as the equal branch 
of state government our Constitu- 
tion requires. 

I'm sure the voters of Coving- 
ton and Newton County don’t feel 
that way. 

The interests of our city people 
runs closely parallel with the in- 
terests of our rural people and 
anyone who talks otherwise is 
shortsighted, or has a chip on his 
shoulder and an ax to grind. 

Our people need have no fear of 
voters in town or voters in the 
country, but all might be wary of 
special interests who would, for po- 
litical advantage, create dissension 
where none exists and who would 


drive their wedges between foiks- 


who want the same things: pros- 
perity in town and country and

Unallocated Highway Funds 
Total Many Millions in State 


It could be that officials and local citizens in the various counties 
throughout the state have delayed road projects in their areas by 
failing to cooperate with the State Highway Department, but it’s hard 


to believe. 

Rather, the general impression is 
that the individual counties are 
constantly pressuring the highway 
department for new projects and 
are willing to go almost to the 
proverbial last mile—including po- 
litical indebtedness—to get their 
road work done. 

At any rate, the State Highway 
Department issued a report last 
weekend disputing statements pub- 
lished in the Telegraph and News 
and, in so doing, also rebuffed the 
officials who made the statements 
originally—one of them a member 
of the State department, the other 
the director of the U.S. Bureau of 
Roads. 

The latter, B. T. McWhorter, told 
the Macon newspapers that Geor- 
gia is ‘‘way behind schedule.” 
Perry King, assistant state high- 
way engineer in charge of plan- 
ning, said “We are behind sched- 
ule because our engineers had to 
work on the Rural Roads Authority 
program.”’ 

But, last week, the highway de- 
partment itself blamed the back- 
log on lack of cooperation from lo- 
cal officials in the various coun- 
les. 

There are entirely too many 
communities ready and willing to 
provide full assistance to the high- 
way department and anxious for 
funds with which to finance these 
projects, to allow other derelict 
communities—assuming there are 


some—to tie up millions of dollars 
in road money. 

Whatever the cause for the de- 
lays, it is a fact that approximate- 
ly 30 million dollars is right now 
uncommitted and available for al- 
location to road projects in 
Georgia. 

An additional 39 million in fed- 
eral funds will be available next 
July 1, None of this is yet com- 
mitted, scheduled or earmarked. 

Georgians are paying double for 
their auto tags this year, thus 
boosting the sums pouring into At- 
lanta, but it looks as if the increase 
wasn't needed.

Contributing most to the renewed 
confidence is a factor that the 
President as a military man would 
appreciate. 

This is that the Democrats now 
have the Eisenhower administra- 
tion on the defensive and trying to 
explain itself. 

This became plain over last 
weekend. In two fields—agricul- 
tural policy and foreign policy—the 
administration is on the defensive. 

Even before the Democrats got 
to town toward the end of last 
week Republican leaders from all 
over the country were put on the 
defensive in their own sessions at 
the first of the week by their mani- 
fest anxiety over the President's 
veto of the farm bill. 


How the administration has been 
forced on the defensive on foreign 
policy was exhibited when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower saw fit, after his 
formal address to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors Sat- 
urday night, to take another half 


hour to speak off the cuff in de- 
fense of the administration's han- 
dling of foreign policy. 

That was clearly in answer to 
the critical speech made by Adlai 
Stevenson to the same body at a 
luncheon the same day. Likewise 
Secretary of State Dulles seemed 
to be addressing himself, in his 
speech Monday to the American 


Newspaper Publishers Assn. in 
New York, to the reasoned case 
built up by Stevenson in his 


speeches in recent weeks. 

That, in itself, showed that it is 
Stevenson’s voice to which the 
Eisenhower administration pays 
heed. 


Indeed, what gave Democrats as 
much of a lift as anything else in 
their weekend here was the op- 
portunity it gave them to see the 
President and the 1952 Demo- 
cratic candidate pitted against 
each other and to be reassured 
that Stevenson is in every way a 
worthy challenger of the Presi- 
dent.

Mrs. Hough Readies His Golf Ciuos for Long-Awaited Game 
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Testifying for Congress 
Impresses Athens Woman

ATHENS, April 24—An Athens grandmother who 
recently testified before a congressional committee re- 
turned home with a new appreciation for the woes of 


representatives. 

“I never realized what prob- 
lems they face, what pressures 
they're under and how much 
tedious testimony they have to 
listen to,”’ remarked Mrs. 
Charles G. Benson, president of 


the 127-member League of Wom- 


en Voters of Athens. 

Mrs. Benson, along with four 
other league members from vari- 
ous parts of the country, was 
summoned to Washington to ap- 
pear at a hearing of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


The hearing concerned the in- 

The hearing concerned the In- 
Trade Cooperation, and the five 
women were there to present the 
league's stand on international 
trade. 


“The league favors trade polli- 
cies that will help solve national 
and international economic prob- 
lems,”’ Mrs. Benson explained. 

“Therefore, two years ago the 
league conducted a nationwide 
survey to determine the effects 
of international trade on the 
economy of various sections of 
the country.”’ 

With Mrs. Benson as chairman, 
the Athens league undertook a 
survey among Clarke County 
farmers and manufacturing con- 
cerns. 


COMPETITIVE IMPORTS 


“The manufacturers generally 
oppose any lowering of the pro- 
tective tariff,’ she reported. 
“They fear competitive imports. 

“On the other hand, more than 
half of them believe that their 
businesses are helped by the ex- 
pansion of export trade. Conse- 
quently, they realize that imports 
are necessary to hold on to for- 
eign markets. 

“Most of the farmers, how- 
ever, think that liberalization of 
trade policies is necessary if they 
are to sell their exports.”’ 

Not too long after copies of 
the survey results had been dis- 
patched to Georgia senators 
and to 10th District Rep. Paul 
Brown, Mrs. Benson was in- 
vited to appear before the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
“NEVER SO SURPRISED” 

“I've never been so surprised 
as I was when that telegram 
arrived. Appearing before Con- 
gress was about the last thing 
I ever thought I'd be doing. 

“I was puzzled at first why 
the survey of such a smal! area 
should be included in the hear- 
ings; but I believe the reason 
is that the situation in Clarke 
County is a small, clear picture 
of the general changes and con- 
ditions in trade all over the 
Southeast.’”’ 

The hearings were held in a 
“rather large hall,” Mrs. Ben- 
son recalled. The committee, 
led by Rep. Jere Cooper of 
Tennessee, sat at one end of 
the room. The five worgen, at 
a long table, faced them. And 
an audience of 100 or more 
watched the proceedings. 

The opposition to the Organi- 
zation for Trade Cooperation 
spoke first. Then the league 
members presented their writ- 
ten statements. 


“T expected to be frightened 
to death,’’ Mrs. Benson said, 
“but I wasn’t nervous at all.”’ 

Her survey of Clarke County 
was supplemented by summa- 
ries of research done in Savan- 
nah, Thomasville and Albany. 

Now that the hearings are 
history, Mrs. Benson is back 
home to superintend the activi- 
ties of the local league and to 
devote a large part of her time 
to her five grandchildren. 

Active work with the Red 
Cross during the war when 
three of her four children were 
in service was responsible in 
part for her interest in national 
and intenational affairs, an in- 
terest which led her into league 
work six years ago. 

A woman who once aspired 
to write the ‘‘great American 
novel,’’ Mrs. Benson has no pa- 


tience for those people who 
preach a doctrine of reaction 
and isolation rather than one 
of international cooperation. 
“In the world we live in to 
day,’ she warned, ‘‘there can 
be no such thing as isolation.”

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ing to convince her it was only

During the year that her hus- 
band was on duty in Nicarauga, 
Mrs. Hough learned the first les- 
son of a military bride: Patience 
and understanding during 
months of separation.

Their reunion in Panama was 
the first of many happy ones for

During his 31-year career, Col. 
Hough and his family have lived 
in dozens of strange places. Jeff, 
now 19, was born in Shanghai 
while Col. Hough was serving 
with the Fourth Marines. 

The colonel's wife and son 
were with him during his tour 
of duty with the American Em- 
bassy in Peiping. 


When the Chinese-Japanese 
war broke out in 1937, Mrs. 
Hough and one-year-old Jeff 


were evacuated on the first train 
the Japanese allowed to depart. 

Over the years, the Houghs’ 
quarters have ranged from a 
quonset hut at Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., to a luxurious home in 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, where 
Col. Hough commanded the Ma- 
rine Barracks at the Naval Op- 
erations Base.

“Our quarters were right on 
the bay,’’ she recalled, ‘with 
water on three sides.

One room has escaped the 
woman's touch.

Japanese swords, plaques and 
citations presented to the colonel 
command places of honor. In the 
den, there also are battle souve- 
nirs from Guadalcanal. 

Col. Hough reported for duty 
in Atlanta in August, 1952.

Well, of course, the government didn’t invite me to come up 
to Washington to give the Federal Housing Agency any of my 
excellent advice. 

All I am is an expert in what not to have in houses, that’s 
all, but you don’t catch this administration (or any administra- 
tion, if it comes to that) urging me to hop on a plane with my 
portfolio full of ideas and come to Washington. 

No, sir, they can ask plenty of other women. A hundred 
other women, to be exact, but not me. 


It may be as Rep. James M. Quigley, a Republican congress- 
man from Pennsylvania, says. It may be a women’s congress 
on housing is a “ridiculous waste of the taxpayers’ money.”’ 
I say it may, mind you. I don’t say it is because that would 
sound like sour because Federal Housing Chief Albert 
M. Cole neglected to ask me, and I don’t really know for sure, 
anyhow. When the reports from those other 100 women are in, 
we'll see. .

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Symmetry, 
Measure of 
Shapeliness 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Symmetry is the measure of 
a shapely figure. So whip out 
the tape and see how your hips 
measure up in proportion to the 
bust circumference. While this 
spring’s narrow skirts would 
seem to make slim hips de 
rigueur, fashion has to allow for 
hip variations. Some hips are 
just naturally fuller. 


By the way, there is never 
any question about where to 
measure the hips. Circle the 
tape around the fullest area so 
as to include the gluteus maxi- 
mus muscle which pads and 
shapes the hips. If your hips 
measure not more than 214 
inches larger than the bust cir- 
cumference, that is average 
and this measurement is in good 
proportion. 

In fashion parlance, slender 
hips are never more than an 
inch larger than the bust—a 
standard difference for models 
and movie stars. Full hips meas- 
ure 4 inches larger than the bust 
circumference. Anything beyond 
the full measure is . . . outside. 


OVERWEIGHT GENERALLY 


If you are overweight gen- 
erally, then, of course, diet is in 
order. But when weight is within 
normal range, exercise can put 
a stop to spreading hips, and 
what is more, can slim bulky 
inches off this measurement by 
restoring tone to flabby muscles. 
Toned muscles are always more 
shapely. 

This exercise tones both hip 
and girdle muscles: 

Position: Lying face down on 
floor, head pillowed on folded 
left arm. 


Movement: Raise right leg 
and right arm a few inches off 
floor. Stretch and hold. Relax. 
Repeat slowly 3 times, then do 
exercise with opposite leg and 
arm. Later stretch on the bias, 
raising one leg and opposite 
arm—pull. 

Whip into the side scissors for 
another hip slimmer: 

Position: Lying on side, head 
pillowed on folded arm, palm of 
other hand braced on floor for 
support. 


Movement: Shuttle into action, 
crossing and re-crossing the legs 
in as wide an action as possible. 
Repeat 12 times, relax, and 
change sides and swing again. 


BICYCLE EXERCISE 


Finish with this easy version 
of the bicycle exercise. 

Position: Lying on side, head 
pillowed on folded arm, palm of 
other hand braced on floor. 


Movement: Flex alternate 
knees, bringing them briskly to- 
ward chest, working the knees 
in a piston action, shooting legs 
straight down and bending al- 
ternate knees toward chest. This 
affords the same exercise as the 
well-known high bicycle exercise 
taken with feet hoisted in air but 
this side bicycle is far easier 
and safer. 

With weight at or near nor- 
mal and tone in the figure con- 
trolling muscles, your hip meas- 
urement will be right for you.

Hookworms 
Help Treat 
Blood Defect 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Hookworms are good for some- 
thing: They are being used in the 
treatment of polycythemia vera. 
In this blood disorder, the num- 
ber of red cells and the amount 
of hemoglobin are increased 
markedly. 

A reduction in blood is beneficial 
to the patient and here is where 
the hookworm comes into the pic- 
ture. The critter causes bleeding 
when it lives in the human intes- 
tine. 


This treatment sounds barbaric 
in our atomic age, particularly 
since radioactive phosphorus is of 
value, too. 

But the worm method 1s nof il- 
logical because bloodletting also 
is a popular treatment; poly- 
cythemia is one of the few condi- 
tions in which this age-old ma- 
neuver still is used with success. 
Hookworms serve the same pur- 
pose in relieving the individual of 
excess blood. 

Polycythemia is normal among 
people who live at a high altitude. 
The condition is associated with a 
variety of pulmonary and cardiac 
disturbances, which explains why 
the blood count is elevated in vic- 
tims of chronic bronchitis, asth- 
ma, emphysema, and congenital 
heart disease.

has difficulty obtaining sufficient 
oxygen. Here polycythemia is 
helpful and needs no treatment. 
If the disease develops without 
reason, the overabundance of red 
cells and hemoglobin makes the 
person uncomfortable. He devel- 
ops headache, flushes, and a sen- 
sation of fullness in the head and 
is clumsy and unsteady. The 
hands and feet burn and tingle. 
These symptoms disappear when 
some blood is withdrawn and the 
count returns to normal. But the 
results are temporary because in 
this disorder the bone marrow is 
overactive and the lost blood is 
replaced within a week or two.
